The Forward Movement of the Church 


As we approach the last year of the second triennium of 
the promotion of the new program of the Church, known 
generally as the Nation Wide Campaign, and begin to look 
forward toward the adoption of a definite policy and pro- 
gram for the next triennium, we are deeply impressed with 
two outstanding facts: First, that these past years have been 
largely a period of experimentation in which many things 
have been found to be of only local or temporary applica- 
tion; and, secondly, that we have arrived at a reasonably 
clear conviction regarding certain fundamental principles 
and methods which should become the permanent posses- 
sion of the Church. 


We would merely state these principles here, without any 
attempt at amplification, in order that we might keep them 
in mind during the coming fall Campaign in promoting the 
Forward Movement of the Church. 


1. Unity. The Church is one; the task of the Church is 
one. Every member is related to the whole Church and to 
the whole task of the Church. 


2. The Partnership Idea. The different agencies and de- 
partments of the Church should work in close co-operation 
with joint responsibility for the whole task of the Church. 
The parish, the Diocese and the National Church are joint 
partners. The various departments, missions, Religious Edu- 
cation, Social Service, Finance, Publicity, etc., should co- 
operate in one unified, correlated program promoting both 
efficiency and economy. 


3. The Annual Every Member Canvass. This is not pri- 
marily a mere canvass for money. It is an annual roll call 
in which every member of the Church will be given an 
opportunity for a larger share in the life of the Church 
and in assuming a share in the responsibility for the work 
of the Church. 


With the help and guidance of these fundamental prin- 
ciples the Church has made continued progress ever since 
the inception of the new program. Even the finances have 
resulted in a total increase, including gifts for the parish, 
the Diocese and the National Church. What we need at the 
present juncture is a change of emphasis from the parish 
to the Diocese and National Church in order to restore the 
balance between them, Let us bear witness to a true “For- 
ward Movement” of our Church in the Diocese of California 
the coming year; in inspirational life, educational breadth 
and in financial resources. 


It is a great comfort in this world to have a friend who under- 
stands you, but if you are going to have fellowship with onc an- 
other in Christ you must be willing to understand them—Bishop 
Johnson, 


Resignation of Dr. Gardner 


The Rev. William E. Gardner, D. D., has resigned as 
Executive Secretary of the Department of Religious Educa- 
tion of the National Church, and has accepted the rector- 
ship of the Church of the Messiah, Boston. 


Dr. Gardner has been recognized as one of the prophetic 
leaders in the field of religious education in America. He 
became Secretary of the old General Board of Religious 
Education in 1910 and began the process of reconstruction 
of the old-fashioned Sunday Schools into modern Church 
Schools based upon a comprehensive interpretation of the 
process of education and in accordance with the principles 
of genetic psychology and sound, pedagogical methods. His 
first task was to edit a modern program and curriculum un- 
der the title of “The Christian Nurture Series.” Another task 
was to raise the standard of teachers through training in 
Teacher-training Schools. This led in due time to the pro- 
motion of the Week-day Church School, which promises to 
become the standard system of religious education for all 
the children of America in co-operation with the public 
schools. In addition to the foregoing, Dr. Gardner led in 
the raising of the standard of theological schools, the work 


among college students, the young people’s movement and 
adult education. 


Dr. Gardner has been noted for his large and statesman- 
like grasp of the true function of religious education in the 
Church, for his recognition of adequate professional training 
for teachers and for his personal qualities of sympathy and 
kindness which inspired the deepest attachment and loyalty 
of all co-workers in the field of religious education. Dr. 
Gardner’s messages delivered to the last two conferences of 
religious education leaders will stand as prophetic utter- 
ances in the religious thought of today. In the first he 
challenged the Church to interpret the great essential truths 
of the Faith in terms of modern thought and experiences of 
the youth of today. In the latter he emphasized the inner 
spirit dominating the process of religious education through 
which the religious life is transfused by vital, personal con- 
tact with one who has walked with God. 


While the loss of Dr. Gardner’s services to the Church at 
large will be deeply regretted, his new work as rector of a 
parish largely among college students will offer a field of 
unlimited opportunity and immeasurable importance. The 
destinies of the Church of tomorrow depend chiefly upon 
the type of prophetic leadership which the Church can re- 
cruit from the great educational centers of the country. 
When the recruiting of that leadership is in the hands of 
such a true prophet as Dr. Gardner the future strength of 
the Church is assured. We extend to Dr. Gardner our best 
wishes in his new field and congratulate the Diocese of 
Massachusetts. 


The resignation of Dr. Lester Bradner from the depart- 
ment is also announced. Dr. Bradner has been absent much 
of the time for the past three years on account of illness. 
It was upon Dr. Bradner that the vast amount of practical 
detail in the preparation of the Christian Nurture Series 
depended. Added to his industry and patience Dr. Bradner 
possessed a far-seeing vision of the task of religious educa- 
tion as a great common responsibility of the united 
Churches for all the children of America. Dr .Bradner was 
for many years an active member of the International 
Council of Religious Education and gained for our Church 


the highest regard of the educational leaders of the large 


denominations of our country. 


We can ill afford to lose two such outstanding leaders in 
the Department of Religious Education, but we fervently 
hope that new leaders will soon be found who will perpetu- 
ate the fine traditions and promote the far-seeing program 
of the department inherited from the splendid leadership of 
Dr. Gardner and Dr. Bradner. 
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A Publicity Prophecy 


From time to time, since the death of our late beloved 
Bishop Nichols, we come upon something that reveals with 
a startling effect the far-seeing statesmanship and sense of 
true values which gave Bishop Nichols his unique place as a 
leader and prophet. Just the other day, as we were planning 
to forge ahead in our Diocesan publicity program and to 
make our goal, “The Pacific Churchman in every Church 
farhily in the Diocese,” we came upon the following appeal 
for support of The Pacific Churchman, printed as an edi- 
torial in the October number of 1918 (just six years ago) 
under the caption, “A Publicity Plea.” It reveals the far- 
seeing vision of the Bishop as he writes of “planning to 
reach the whole Diocese in our Stewardship Campaign,” 
and it shows a true sense of the value of Church publicity 
as he writes of “a real means of communicating Church in- 
telligence and plans throughout the Diocese.” 

The Pacific Churchman is sometimes called an organ and it 
certainly has plenty of “stops.” But why not look upon it as the 
“blackboard and chalk” ready for provincial and diocesan pub- 
licity “exercises?” Chalk, like talk, is cheap and so is the sub- 
scription price of the paper. This has been borne in upon me 
anew in planning to reach the whole Diocese in our Stewardship 
Campaign. On investigation I found that in six of our principal 
parishes an expectation of publicity dependent alone upon the 
taking of the paper would be something like this: Parish 1, 61; 
2, 33; 3, 21; 4, 17; 5, 12; 6, 7. 

Poor circulation comes from just such lack of exercise. Men, 
brethren and sisters, clergy and laity, officers of our congregations, 
delegates to Convention and to the House of Chirchwomen, come 
to the rescue .and give us a real means of communicating Church 
intelligence and plans throughout the Diocese. 

Let us all know what is going on in our own Diocese and Church.

Our hearts thrill with a glow of deep satisfaction that 
we have reached such a splendid step in advance so far. 
Instead of a total of 151 subscriptions in six principal par- 
ishes of the Diocese, as reported by Bishop Nichols, we 
have now 905 as the total for the same number of parishes. 


Let us take as our motto the closing words of the Bishop, 
“Let us all know what is going on in our own Diocese and 
Church,” and resolve to press forward towards that goal 
which the Bishop has set for us and convert his “Publicity 
Plea” into a veritable “Publicity Prophecy” in honor of 
that true prophet, William Ford Nichols. 


A Publicity Plea 


We are taking the caption used by Bishop Nichols in an 
editorial in The Pacific Churchman six years ago this Octo- 
ber, as referred to in the above editorial, only we are using 
it in a different sense. Bishop Nichols was pleading for in- 
creased subscribers. We are making a plea for increased 
news correspondents. 

Several of our Church weeklies and Diocesan exchanges 
contained, last month, an earnest plea for assistance in se- 
curing news of Church activities in our parishes. We would 
endorse the following sentiments expressed in such an edi- 
torial in “The Southern Churchman,” printed under the 
caption, “Help! Help!” | 

We note that two of our best diocesan exchanges are bewailing 
the difficulty that they find in getting the clergy to report Church 
news. 

The invariable reply that comes from clergymen when asked to 
write up some incident in connection with their work is that they 
do not like to advertise their own activity. As a matter of fact, 
however, this is very much more of an excuse than it is a reason, 
because a piece of successful work in a parish can be written up 
by the clergyman himself without mentioning his own name at 
all. Or, if the incident is of such a personal nature that this can 
not be done, and it very rarely is, the rector can ask some member 
of the congregation to do it, and forward it to the diocesan organ 
or some one of the four Church papers of general circulation. 

A good diocesan paper properly supported by the clergy, by 
which we mean a paper in which the clergy take enough interest 
to help along by news contributions or suggestive letters, is a real 


asset to any diocese, and can wield a most beneficial influence in 
creating that spirit of brotherly co-operation which makes for 
Christian fellowship. 


On the other hand it must be borne in mind that preparing a 
paper for publication is something like dressmaking. It requires a 
certain amount of “cutting and fitting,” and sometimes communi- 
cations have to be “boiled” a good dea] to make them go into the 
space that is not otherwise taken, so correspondents should not 
feel “injured” if communications do not always appear just as 
sent in. 


Also it is equally ,true of newspaper offices as of farms, that 
“it never rains, but & pouts,” and very often ome week we have 
to empty our files and scrape the desk drawers to get enough to 
“fill up,” while the next week we may have to wse the shears and 
red pencil with equal vigor. 


Of course, parish notes are not always of sufficient importance 
to have a significance throughout the diocese, but a good many 
more people are interested in your parish than you may realize, 
and, anyway, rectors should give the editor at the news head- 
quarters of the diocese the opportunity to glean what he may from 
the happenings in their parishes as recorded in any publication 
that may be issued. 


Commenting on the above we would state first, that the 
objection to sending in news that “We do not care to blow 
our own trumpet,” is unsound. Unless it happens to be a 
“Qne Man Parish,” the work of the parish is the work of 
all its members, and depending upon God for our strength 
it is to Him that all praise is due. As one of our exchanges 
says: 

The work is the Lord’s not ours. The personnel of the congre- 
gation constantly changes; rectors come and go; but the work 
continues. To whom is all success due, but to Him without Whom 
we can do nothing? Whose praises should be sounded, as He 


blesses our feeble and unworthy efforts, bringing them to an un- 
deserved success? “His is the power and the glory.” 


Blow the trumpet in Zion. Praise Him for His mighty acts. 
Praise Him according to His excellent greatness. Praise Him with 
the sound of the trumpet. Blow, trumpet, blow! 

Again we would say that it is one of the basic principles 
of Church publicity that it should be in charge of men or 
women trained in publicity technique and with the pub- 
licity vocation, or, as it is put colloquially, “having a nose 
for news.” Now, comparatively few of the clergy have this 
qualification for a good publicity news correspondent. Con- 
sequently, we are asking that every clergyman who does not 
feel that he is so qualified to act as news correspondent for 
his parish, to appoint some one from his parish to act in that 
capacity. Perhaps it is some one connected with the local 
newspaper. Or it may be a high school boy or girl who is 
taking the journalism course in the high school and who 
would be glad of the experience as correspondent for the 
parish, with little or no compensation. 

Adapting the “Publicity Plea” of Bishop Nichols as re- 
ferred to, we say to every rector in the Diocese: “Do ap- 
point your parish correspondent to The Pacific Churchman 
and send in his or her name at once!” 

“Let us all know what is going on in our own Diocese 
and Church.”

Important Conference on Week-day Church Schools 


A joint conference was held in Sacramento on Tuesday, October 
7, between the State Board of Education and the representatives 
of the State Interchurch Committee on Week-day Church Schools. 
The proposed plan of excusing the children from the public schools 
during school hours to attend the Week-day Church Schools was 
explained to the State Board of Education and different questions 
relating to the plan were discussed. The proposed bill to be pre- 
sented at the coming Legislature was also discussed. 


The Rev. B. D. Weigle, chairman of the Board of the Council for 
Northern California, spoke on the problem of readjustment of 
the public school schedule so as to provide for the subject of 
religious education from the practical standpoint of the schools. 

Great interest was displayed on the part of the Board and their 
co-operation in the plan seems assured. 


Diary of a Debutante 


The many friends of Miss Theodosia Burr Prevost, our oldest 
Auxiliary member, who is now in her ninety ninth year, may be 
interested in her diary of a few days ago: 


“On Wednesday, September 17, entrained at Sonora alone for 
San Francisco, arriving there in due course and quite unfatigued. 

“On Thursday called on Mrs. Monteagle to give her a welcome 
home greeting. Then to luncheon at the Palace Hotel, as honor 
guest of the Women’s Democratic Council. Being probably the 
oldest Republican in the State, I had to pose for my photograph, 
but the photographer placed me too near his camera, consequently 
I look like a large woman, whereas I am but a little mite—a mere 
handful, so to speak! When I saw the picture in the Herald the 
following day I could not refrain from exclaiming: ‘You might 
have known a Democrat took it!’ It was such a poor likeness. On 
my way home from the luncheon I called upon a young friend over 
eighty years and we had a pleasant chat. In the evening the neigh 
bors of my hostess al] called upon me and there was more agree- 
able chatter, as they are beginning to be old friends now. 


“The next day, Friday, I went to Sausalito as honor guest at a 
luncheon to the Diocesan Auxiliary officers given by Mrs. Camp- 
bell. Following a delightful party we all took the train for Corte 
Madera, to attend the Marin County quarterly meeting of the 


Auxiliary, of which Mrs. Campbell was president. The Rev. Mr. 


Buttrum of Sausalito made a fine address on ‘Prayer. Mrs. Sher- 
man, president of the House of Churchwomen, said a few words 
also and told us that an effort was being made to close the Kellogg 
Memorial (the House of Churchwomen ‘Special’) at the coming 
convention, which would be the twentieth anniversary of the House 
of Churchwomen, this fund being for a scholarship in the School 
for Christian Service of the Province of the Pacific, situated in 
Berkeley (the Deaconess’s Training School). All those interested 
in this department of Church work, which has furnished some 
splendid women for the missionary field, were invited to con- 
tribute. I also heard a brief talk on the Every Member Canvass 
about to be inaugurated and learned of the many different titles 
it holds—first, the Nation Wide Campaign; second, the Forward 


Movement; third, the Field Department; and its general name of 
Every Member Canvass. 

“That evening the neighbors called again to say good-bye. On 
Saturday I took luncheon with a debutante friend, Mrs. George J. 
Bucknall, who is only eighty years of age. She has the distinction 
of being the first white child born of Anglo-Saxon parents after 
California became a State. She was also a great worker in old St. 
Luke’s Church and one of the early founders of St. Luke’s Hospital, 
of which her late husband, Dr. Bucknall, was a supporter. 

(The first edition of The Pacific Churchman was prepared by the 
Rev. Mr. Ver Mehr in the home of Col. George C. Yount, at Napa, 
Mrs. Bucknall’s grandfather, whom he was visiting at the time). 

“After luncheon I took the train for Pacific Grove to visit the 
John Tennant Holiday House of the Girls’ Friendly Society. Mrs. 
James, the house mother, gave us a very cordial welcome. I found 
a dear friend there, Miss Bakewell of Trinity, Oakland. Also five 
charming young schoo] teachers. The rooms are large and comfort- 
able. Nellie, the queen of the kitchen, furnished a delicious menu. 
The Rev. and Mrs. Lee came in during the evening. The surround- 
ing forest is a blessed retreat and the roar of the breakers a 
beautiful symphony. I recommend Holiday House for a happy 
holiday.” 


Famous Ships in the Bible 


Famous ships in American history were the subject of an Ameri- 
can Book Company calendar a few years ago. It might be amusing 
and profitable to make a list of famous ships in the Bible, both 
Old and New Testaments, famous ships in Church history, in 
“missions.” This could include many small boats. How many 
boats, for example, are mentioned in the Gospel? And, to name 
only a few, there could be fitted into their proper lists the Ark, 
the ship that took Jonah from Tarsus, the ship that wrecked a 
later missionary at Miletus; and the Golden Hind, the Morning 
Star, the Pelican. Does anyone know the name of the ship that 
brought Chaplain Robert Hunt to Jamestown in 1607, the ships 
that took our first missionaries to three continents, the ship that 
brought Bishop Seabury, our first Bishop, back to us? 


Meeting of the Prayer Book Commission 


The Prayer Book Commission held its final meeting before the 
Convention of 1925 at Swansea, Mass., September 15, and was in 
session for three days, Its fourth report, completed at this time, 
will, it is expected, be published early in the winter. There were 
two questions before the Commission—whether there were any 
“obviously necessary or advisable changes” to be recommended in 
those services or sections of the third report passed at the Con- 
vention of 1922; and whether the sections of that report not yet 
acted upon by Convention ought in any particulars to be amended. 
In regard to the first, it may be said that only a few changes will 
be put forward by the Commission, the chief alterations recom- 
mended being in the Baptismal Service. As to the second, the 
sections will be reported substantially as before, the more con- 
siderable amendments being in the Collects, Epistles and Gospels 
and in the Offices of Instruction. 
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Enthusiastic Diocesan Clergy and Nation Wide 
Campaign Conference 


A conference of the clergy of the Diocese was held in Grace 
Chapel on Wednesday, September 17. It was attended by practically 
all of the clergy of the Diocese and was most profitable in every 
way. 

Bishop Moreland presided, in the absence of Bishop Parsons, and 
gave an inspiring address at the opening Communion Service in the 
Cathedral. After luncheon in the Fairmont grill room the confer- 
ence met in the chapel. Dr. Hodgkin presented the subject of 
“Diocesan Missions” and the Rev. C. P. Deems spoke on “Diocesan 
Finances.” The Rev. R. M. Trelease and the Rev. B. D. Weigle 
spoke on “Religious Education Problems.” The Rev. W. A. Brewer 
presented the subjects of “Publicity” and “Special Appeals.” 


The members of the conference were the guests of the Diocesan 
Nation Wide Campaign Committee at dinner in the Fairmont Hotel. 
After dinner a most interesting conference was held on the Nation 
Wide Campaign for the coming fall. Mr. Theo Dredge was chair- 
man and wielded his gavel on the soaring orators with a wicked 
exactitude. The Diocesan Treasurer, Mr. F. M. Lee, presented the 
financial status of the Diocese. Mr. Walter Bakewell spoke on the 
need of good organization in parish administration, in order to get 
good results. Colonel Noble spoke on the general fall Program and 
the chairman of the committee, the Rev. C. P. Deems, spoke on the 
need of a spiritual vision in order to supply the dynamic power 
for the successful promotion of the whole Nation Wide Campaign 
Program. 

Mr. Lee prefaced his address with the explanation that some of 
his figures were not fully accurate as they were based on approxi- 
mate estimates. He explained, however, that they were more ac- 
curate than Father Gee’s weighing scales and told a story to the 
effect that Father Gee had occupied a cottage at the seashore last 
summer next door to a charming family. During the summer a 
new arrival came into the family and they wanted to weigh the 
newcomer, who had proved a howlnig success. They had no scales, 
but Father Gee gallantly offered the use of his scales, which he 
used to weigh the fish he caught. When the one-day-old baby was 
placed on the scales it weighed just thirty-one pounds! 

During the evening session Dr. Johnson presented a most en- 
couraging report of the work at St. Luke’s Hospital. 


Christ Church, Alameda 


The rector (Rev. H. H. Shires) writing to his parishioners in 
his monthly letter says, upon the sixth anniversary of his ministry 
in Alameda: “One of the reasons which decided me to accept the 
call to the parish was that after careful inspection it was found 
there were great undeveloped resources, even after many years of 
splendid work under the able leadership of my predecessors, and 
now after six years one ought to be able to make some appraise- 
ment as to whether we have done much in calling forth the hidden 
strength and power felt to be present in Alameda.” 

A partial answer is that most certainly much dormant power has 
been released and that at present many of the latent resources are 
in the process of being developed, but he feels Christ Church 
Parish is a splendid instrument for tremendously effective work 
if all its powers could be organized and its full strength brought 
to bear in carrying out the Master’s plan for this parish. In other 
words, he says: “I would still feel that we have not yet begun to 
develop our real power, if only a tithe of the efforts of which our 
people are capable of putting forth were to be expended in some 
definite and intensive influence to win others to Christ and His 
Church what a stirring of hearts there would be.” 

Whilst all this is perfectly true and one sees from a layman’s 
and vestryman’s point of view the great fields of work untouched 
in the parish, one can not but just enumerate some of the splendid 
work that is being done here in Alameda under the devoted and 
capable leadership of our beloved rector. The young people’s work, 
I suppose, in the Church’s life is, or should be, a most vital and 
fruitful field of endeavor. Here in Alameda a great deal of effort 
is expended upon the younger generation. In the Sunday Schools 
we have an enrollment of 530 children, three troops of Boy Scouts 
with 66 members, two young men’s Bible classes for those in 
high school, college and at work, with a membership of 65; a 
young women’s Bible class with 25 members, a junior chapter of 
the Brotherhood of St. Andrew and a branch of the Girls’ Friendly 


Society, both for juniors and seniors, with 40 members. The men . 


and women of the parish are organized in a splendid way. Parish 
workers have 130 members, Women’s Auxiliary 64 members, a chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the King with 15 members, Altar Guild 
25 members. The parish also has a senior chapter of the Brother- 
hood of St. Andrew with 26 members. 

The parish has a communicant list of 650 people and is financially 
strong. Last year a new rectory was purchased, adjoining the 
church, and a large piece of property acquired upon which was 
built a gymnasium and extra Sunday School accommodation.

“4 memorial placed here by the Brotherhood of St. Andrew and 
many warm friends who would have future generations remember 
Warren Westmoreland Rommel. Born April 7, 1886. Died July 4, 
1922. President San Francisco Local Assembly Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew. President San Francisco Church School Association. Lay 
reader and vestryman of Trinity Church. Faithful unto death.” 

The amount of £162 was collected from members of Warren 
Rommel’s parish, the Brotherhood of St. Andrew and the em- 
ployes of the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph Company with 
whom he was associated at the time of his death.

Brotherhood of St. Andrew in Alameda 


A very effective work is being done in Christ Church Parish by 
both its senior and junior chapters. The corporate work of the 
senior chapter takes many forms. It sponsors the young people’s 
corporate communion service held each third Sunday of the 
month. Six members act in the capacity of captains, who are as- 
sisted by several lieutenants and they get in personal touch with 
every young man who has been confirmed and urge upon him that 
he attend this corporate act of worship each month. The results 
have been splendid. The chapter also has a splendid hospitality 
committee on duty at each service, whose duty it is to see that no 
man or woman who are strangers that enter the church is not 
made to feel at home. 

From time to time special meetings and services for men are 
arranged and the Brotherhood sponsor these wholeheartedly. 

The work in the parish of individual members is very extensive. 
Fifteen of the members are connected with the Boy Scouts, sev- 
eral are Sunday School teachers, two are leaders of the Young Men’s 
Bible Classes in the parish. One is counsellor for the junior 
chapter. 

Meetings are held every Tuesday evening. The first and third 
meetings of the month are devoted to business and devotional 
affairs; the second and fourth meetings take the form of athletics 
in the gymnasium. We have a splendid volley ball team and are 
willing to arrange games with all comers. Application should be 
made to the secretary, F. Baum. 

The chapter was also responsible for the evening services during 
the absence of the rector on his vacation this year, four members 
taking turn about in reading the service and making the address. 
Those who made the addresses were R. B. Valleau, N. D. Weeden, 
A. C. Agnew and C. E. Spurgeon. 

The new junior chapter is just doing splendid work in the 
parish. Its members assist in the services as crucifers and flag 
bearers. Its personal work takes the form of getting in touch with 
young men and boys who are not regular in attendance at Bibie 
Class or Sunday School. Four from the parish lattended the 
Brotherhood camp this year and brought back splendid reports. 

The Brotherhood men and boys of Alameda are trying in a 
humble way to live up to the two great rules of prayer and service 
for Christ and His Church, so that many men may be brought to 
the Master.

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State of St. Luke’s Hospital, 1924 


In The Pacific Churchman for March, 1921, there appeared an 
article entitled, “1871-1921—-St. Luke’s Hospital Jubilee Year,” two 


paragraphs of which provide the present writer with a most ex- 
cellent introduction to a news item on the state of St. Luke’s 
Hospital, 1924. 


“Some ten years ago the present buildings were erected as a 
memorial to the late Timothy Paige and D. O. Mills. They repre- 
sented the latest and best of hospital structures, were thoroughly 
furnished and equipped with the most modern appliances. With 
the additional real estate thus acquired the gifts of the donors 
aggregate $750,000, the largest sum ever given for any one Church 
institution on the Pacific Coast. 


“For fifty years the hospital has always done a large amount of 
free work—that an environment of religion is the only reason 
why the Church should have a hospital. In the last ten years 
that work has steadily increased in volume notwithstanding the 
increased cost of maintenance and in face of the fact that in each 
of the last three years it has had a heavy deficit.” 


As the director of 2 hospital and representative of St. Luke’s 
I feel that I should say now that, unbelievable as it may seem, I 
do not propose to speak of a deficit—nor do I intend to ask for 
money. I hope on the contrary to show the peaks of a rather ex- 
tensive range of such facts and such events in our last year at 
St. Luke’s as will be not only comforting now but which must be 
for all of us reassuring for the future. Business efficiency is not 
necessarily ruled out of hospital management. nor is it incom- 
patible with humane and sympathetic care of the sick. In fact, 
we have found that strict attention to good methods has enabled 
us to care for more free and part-pay patients than ever before. 
We have also found that “good methods” is catching and every 
department of our hospital shows its consequent healthy advance, 


so that a deficit is not a necessary or inseparable part of a hos- _ 


pital. Let us repeat—we have no deficit. 


r many of us were inclined to feel uncomfortable or to 
Py the least cnsevtebe about St. Luke’s. The size of the deficit as 
well as the proportion of unused beds was on our mind. We needed 
repairs, we needed new equipment and we needed added service. 
We had no money with which to purchase them; in fact, we had 
borrowed some $12,000. We had several items of equipment in that 
long-drawn process of being paid for on the installment plan. We 
had a large number of unpaid bills, some going back as far as two 
years. You must understand, of course, that this is the barest 
sketch of our condition. You must see how fearful we were. How 
much it seemed a case of trying to lift ourselves by our own 
bootstraps. 


Today, fourteen months later, we have paid all installment pur- 
chases totaling $4000 and all back bills. We have bought some 
£8000 worth of new equipment. Note well, please, that this does 
not mean replacement of worn-out equipment, as we have re- 
placed 26 per cent of our total equipment which is valued at about 
$62,000. All new equipment has been purchased for cash, with sub- 
stantial discounts and all routine statements and bills have been 
discounted. This means that we have saved 1, 2 or 3 per cent a 
month or 12, 24 or 36 per cent a vear on purchases, which by some 
simple arithmetic roughly amounts to one-half of 1 per cent of our 
total cost of operation. 


Last year it became apparent that because St. Luke’s was growing 
in popularity we would need more beds. The situation was ex- 
plained to the board of directors. Then, as Mrs. Reid and Mrs. 
Monteagle expressed it—it would give them greater pleasure to 
contribute to any new building those sums which they had usually 
contributed to make up deficits. As a result of the generosity of 
Mrs. Reid, Mrs. Monteagle, Mr. Pope, Mr. Crocker and Mr. Mills 
we now have new construction under way which will give us 
forty-one more beds for patients and thirty-two new rooms for 
nurses. With building developments and increase in the popula- 
tion south and west of Twin Peaks, we at St. Luke’s expect soon to 
outgrow even these larger accommodations. 


Here is a typical and interesting example illustrating efficiency 
in method. A certain piece of new equipment purchased a year 
ago, costing $325, saves most of the time of one nurse at $120 a 
month and enables us to furnish solutions to our own patients and 
to other hosiptals at $2 a liter which used to cost from $6 to $12. 

The compass which enables us to tell just where we are and in 
which direction we are headed is located in our new system of cost 
accounting which was inaugurated during September, 1923, and is 
now in charge of Mr. V. W. Olney. The installation of the new 
accounting system involved the purchase of an $800 bookkeeping 
machine and necessitated a complete change of records, which cost 
something over $1000. The whole procedure involved a severe pull 
up on our bootstraps. It has paid us well, however, as uncol- 
lected bills (always a large sum in the accounts of a hospital 
bookkeeper) amount to less than 1 per cent of the total work done. 
We are able to tell each month, or at any time, what each depart- 
ment is doing in the way of earnings and cost. This enables us 


to take appropriate means for increasing earnings, cutting down 
costs and in general to avoid disaster. 


If space were available I might recount at considerable length 
the numerous small savings which when multiplied account for our 
lack of deficit. I feel that I can not leave this subject without men- 
tioning one incident which is typical of the generous and whole- 
hearted interest and loyalty manifested by the doctors, nurses, 
dieticians, clerks and employes. The water shortage, so familiar to 
all this year, was one of our problems. Our well failed to supply 
the amount of water required for the hospital. Water was pur- 
chased from the Spring Valley Company in increasing amounts. 
One monthly bill for water was as much as $118. ; 


The matter was taken up with Mr. Krupp and our engineers. 
There were on the hospital grounds several old abandoned wells 
with pumps and motors in place. An estimate showed that cleaning 
and repairing of wells and machinery by professional well-diggers 
was to cost 350 a day, with no limit on the time. We purchased $20 
worth of lumber and rope, we borrowed a chain hoist and hired 
one extra man to help our engineers. We cleaned, repaired and 
disinfected three abandoned wells—with word that water was 
scarce and that we must be saving. We have ourselves supplied 
more than we have ever had before and we have used less than we 
have ever used. We have no longer any bills for water unless a 
pump breaks down, as one recently did, when the engineer force 
worked almost all of one night to make the repairs. As I have 
said, this spirit is typical. I have seen nurses work long past the 
time when they should have been off duty or return to work after 
they have been relieved. The spirit of loyalty to our hospital and 
its patients is inspiring. 

New service to the patients and doctors has been added as 
money became available. Mark this well, no service or equipment 
is added until funds are available or unless the added service can 
be very definitely shown to be absolutely necessary or self-sup- 
porting. St. Luke’s Hospital is not an experiment station. 


With improved service there has followed greater demand for 
accommodations, more doctors sending patients to the hospital. 
You might not have known this but nevertheless it is a fact that 
the American College of Surgeons has not been able to give us 
recognition on its list of approved hospitals. Their representative 
visited us this summer. We have heard from the college that 


announcement of our recognition will be published at their annual 
convocation in October. 


Our class of pupil nureses matriculated this month is the largest 
in the memory of anyone connected with the hospital, a tribute 
to Miss Kennedy, superintendent of the School of Nursing. 

Our buildings, grounds and equipment represent a capital outlay 
which has been donated and is being used for all patients treated 
in St. Luke’s. If each patient had to pay his share of the interest 
on this capital investment he must have something like $1.75 a 
day added to his bill. This is a real and tangible thing which the 
hospital is doing for the churches availing themselves of this 
service. We have given 1088 days of free treatment and 394 days 
of part-pay treatment in the past eight months. We could have 
given more—had money and rooms been available. Our clinic has 
been open daily. Here we have treated 5830 cases. At a Jow esti- 
mate this work has meant a contribution by the doctors of our 
staff of something like $26,000 in professional service during the 
past year. 

None of the doctors has received pay for this work: much of it 
is given at a sacrifice of time and self which might have been 
spent in pursuit of personal pleasure or profit. The idea that free 
work done by the men composing our staff is for experience or 
in any way selfish is fallacious. Their work is a distinct contribu- 
tion to the hospital and to the sick. Our free work has been done 
very largely for the person of moderate means so that those who 
can pay are not charged a rate higher than cost, in order that the 
poor may be treated. Work done for our pupil nureses and com- 
mercial rebates have been charged to our own cost of operation. 
Our employes pay regular rates, minus a discount. A complete 
record of all free work with social and financial investigation, ap- 
proved by the director, is on file in the hospital. 

Almost all of our free work has been done with Community 
Chest funds. No Community Chest funds have been used in mak- 
ing purchases of new equipment or for the many needed repairs. 
Our yield from endowments is negligible. For us the pressing need 
is for larger and more endowments, Much should be done that is 
not yet done in this important connecting link between the Church 
and its hospital. At present there are only three Churches that 
have endowments: 

One that can pay for 89 days’ treatment. 

One that can pay for 11 days’ treatment. 

One that adds its endowment income to the principal. 

Churches outside of San Francisco, in the Diocese of California, 
have no endowment, though they have frequent need of the hos- 
pital, when if the patient is accepted we are compelled to obtain 
the funds or incur a deficit. We offer any church an opportunity 
to establish an endowment, the proceeds, great or small, to be used 
in the care of those sick whom they name. The proceeds of such

The Fall Program 


The National and Diocesan Field Departments have somewhat 
modified the program for the coming fall. They have not adopted 
a uniform or set plan of inspiration, education and Every Member 
Canvass. They have developed several alternative plans for pro- 
moting the campaign, all of which have been tested out and any 
of which will prove successful if carried out faithfully. Experience 
has proved that it is unwise to undertake too many activities at 
once. It is also better to change methods occasionaily and not use 
any one plan too often. .For instance, we have been emphasizing 
the Parish Conference plan the past two years. It would seem 
advisable, therefore, that we make a greater emphasis this year 
on the Group Study plan in which the substance of the book, “My 
Father’s Business” be presented to every member of every con- 
gregation. 

These alternative programs will be found in detail on page 3 
of the October number of “The Church at Work.” We give the fol- 
lowing general schedule for the fall campaign in the Forward 
Movement of the Church: 


1. Inspirational and Educational Leadership. Ten days, from 
October 15 to 26, inclusive, under the leadership of Rev. M. S. 
Barnwell. (See schedule of Mr. Barnwell’s itinerary opposite.) Fly- 
ing squadron of speakers to visit distant places not having regu- 
lar conferences. 


2. Group Discussions and Study Classes on “My Father’s Busi- 
ness.” These should be held from the middle of October to the 
middle of November. The Woman’s Auxiliary will assist in organ- 
izing and leading these group study classes. 


3. Nation Wide Campaign Diocesan Dinner, October 15, Com- 
mercial Club, San Francisco. 


4. Intensive Week, November 30 to December 5. The last week 
before the Canvass is called “Intensive Week” because it is to be 
devoted to an intensive period of devotion, special celebrations and 
services and instructions to canvassers. 


5. Annual Every Member Canvass, December 7. It is recom- 
mended that a report of the results of the Canvass be announced 
to the congregation on the Sunday following the Every Member 
Canvass. 


New Campaign Literature 


New literature for general use in connection with the fall Can- 
vass is confined this year to two issues of “The Church at Work” 
and a reprint of Chapter IV of Mr. Gill’s book, “My Father's Busi- 
ness.” Leaflets used in previous years are still available. 


The first of the two fall issues of “The Church at Work” is to 
be ready early in October. This is to contain, in shortened form, 
the little book, “My Father’s Business,” written by the Rev. J. M. 
B. Gill, which, although only recently published, has already re- 
ceived enthusiastic notice. It is a popular book for every Church 
member and is reprinted in “The Church at Work” in the hope 
that it may be of the widest possible usefulness. 


Stewardship in its largest meaning is the idea of Chapter IV of 
this book. The chapter has been reprinted in attractive form as 
Leaflet 2115, for separate free distribution. It is possible by means 
of a proper use of this leaflet to put in the hands of every Church 
family a really interesting discussion of what the Church should 
mean to every person, and, more especially, what every person 
should mean to the Church. 


In the second fall issue of “The Church at Work,” to be ready 
early in November for distribution well in advance of the Canvass 
on December 7, another new book is to be partly reprinted, “Evan- 
gelism in the Church,” by the Rey. J. A. Schaad, a book which is 
being eagerly welcomed on all sides as the first of its kind to 
emphasize the place and the character of evangelism in and 
through the Church,

Rev. M. S. Barnwell to Lead Diocesan Conferences 


The Rev. M. S. Barnwell, Field Secretary for the National De- 
partment, has been assigned to the Eighth Province for six months 
and will spend two weeks of that time in our Diocese, from October 
14 to 26. During this period there will be held a series of confer- 
ences in various parts of the Diocese. The purpose of these confer- 
ences is to bring the Rev. Mr. Barnwell in touch with those who 
will have actual charge of the fall Campaign and Canvass in the 
various parishes. Pari of these conferences will be devoted to the 
training of leaders for the Group Study Classes, and part for the 
outlining of successful methods of carrying on the Campaign. Mr. 
Barnwell has been most successful in this work in his own parish 
and will speak largely from personal experience. 

It is urged that as many of the parish vestrymen and Campaign 
workers be present as can possibly attend some one, at least, of 
these conferences.

Our New Field Secretary 


The Diocese of Alabama has given to the general Church one of 
its leaders in the development of the Church’s Program in this 
Diocese in the person of Rev. Middleton S. Barnwell, rector of the 
Church of the Advent, Birmingham, who has resigned his parish 
in order to accept an appointment from the National Council as 
Field Secretary. 

The Rev. Mr. Barnwell adopted enthusiastically the methods of 
the National Council in his parish, with the result, last year, that 
the Church of the Advent pledged and paid $8,262 for the Church’s 
Program, and for this year it has pledged $9,553.75. These finan- 
cial returns resulted from thorough organization of the parish 
according to the group system, and from using every means pro- 
vided by the National Council and the Diocese for informing the 
congregation. It was accompanied by the usual phenomenon of 
largely increased giving for parish purposes, including, last year, 
the erection of a %50,000 addition to the parish house thoroughly 
equipped for modern Church School work. 

The foregoing account of some of Mr. Barnwell’s achievements 
is a sufficient introduction to the Church members of our Diocese 
and a promise that under his leadership we shall make great prog- 


ress in reaching our own full quota through the next Every Mem- 
ber Canvass, 


‘The Church at Work” Distribution 


A word of explanation should be made as to the method of dis- 
tribution of “The Church at Work” for October. “The Church at 
Work” will be mailed to those who have subscribed through the 
Every Member pledge cards. In addition, it will be sent in bulk to 
those parishes and missions which have sent in a requisition either 
through the Diocesan office or direct to the New York City head- 
quarters. And, further still, in response to a request that the two 
special Nation Wide Campaign numbers—October and November, 
1924—be sent to every family in the Diocese, we will send out 
extra copies sufficient to reach those families not reached by the 
two methods of distribution as above stated. 
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The Task of the Charch 


Mr. Alfred Newberry, one of the secretaries of the National 
Council, has given us the following definition of the task of the 
Church, namely: “To make all members of our Church active build- 
ers of the Kingdom of God.” 

In attempting to achieve this task Mr. Newberry lays down 
fundamental lines of action—publicity, education, organization, tn- 
tercession and Christian stewardship through the Every Member 
Canvass. 

We heartily commend the following article by Mr. Newberry to 
all our Church people as a chart to sail by in our voyage of adven- 
ture in seeking the Kingdom of God. 

“To make all members of our Church active builders of the 
Kingdom of God—that is a worthy ideal, and a practical one. The 
attempt to achieve it involves certain fundamental lines of action. 

“First of all it means that all must be taught anew the things 
pertaining to the Kingdom. That is, a thorough effort must be 
made to see that the books, tracts and papers distributed reach all, 
and that the sermons, lectures and addresses are heard by all. 
There must be renewed emphasis on common worship and the 
channels of grace. 

“Secondly, it means that the parish—all of the parish, not the 
regular minority—must be brought to see the field of their activity 
and the importance of their action. How best to serve the parish, 
the community, the diocese and the world must be laid before them 
by word of mouth, by the printed page, in groups, in classes, in 
congregations and individually and all ways. The parochial field 
must be identified with the whole field. It is missionary work to 
extend the Church in one’s own community. And it is parochial 
work to aid in extending the Church throughout the world whether 
it be a mission station in our own diocese, in a domestic mis- 
sionary district or in the foreign field. 

“This calls for organization of those who are already workers in 
the parish so that all the non-workers may be reached and perhaps 
an aggressive effort made to reach persons known to us who at- 
tend no Church at all. It is an educational campaign which on the 
one side holds up anew the truths and effective power of our 
religion and on the other lays upon us the tremendous task of 
helping to communicate it to the great mass of those who know 
it not and are in need of it. 

“Thirdly, it means enlisting the whole support of every Church 
member. We can all pray. And the power of intercession we are 
likely to neglect. The great majority of us can give money, and 
the extension of the Church in the parish, in the diocese, at home 
and abroad, calls for money. For all work outside of the diocese 
we are now giving something like six cents per week per com- 
municant—a depressing average for all, maybe a glorious gift on 
the part of a few of whose income it means a large part, and a 
shameful showing for many of whose income it is an absurdly 
small part, if it figures at all. 

“Some have talents, time, labor, or leadership to give, and a 
smaller number can give their whole lives directly to the work of 
the Church, in the priesthood, as lay workers, deaconesses, teach- 
ers, doctors, here or in some more distant field. In other words, 
having had an intensive campaign of education, which can be fol- 
lowed in certain lines for the balance of the year, channels of ex- 
pression must be provided, a canvass made, and the expression put 
upon an ordered basis. We build our ship in drydock, we make our 
organization and then we launch it. Whither do we sail?” 


National Stewardship Essay Contest 


(The following article has been prepared by Rev. A. R. McKinstry, 
Corresponding Secretary of the Field Department, which is con- 
ducting the National Stewardship Essay Contest. Mr. McKinstry 
was formerly rector of the Church of The Incarnation, Cleveland.) 


The Field Department believes that now is the time to focus 
more definitely the attention of the membership of the Church on 
Christian Stewardship. 

To bring this message to the Church in a forceful way, it urges a 
Church-wide study of the principles of Christian Stewardship 
among our young people. It urges that this study be pursued 
during October and November, culminating in an essay contest 
which shall be parochial, Diocesan and National. The Church-wide 
study plan is the important feature. The essay contest is its 
climax. 

_ Shall we not as a Church teach our boys and girls that man’s 
life is not his by right of ownership to be used as he desires: 
but rather it is God that hath made us and not we ourselves; that 
moment by moment we owe everything in life to Him, the Divine 
Creator and Owner of the estate of mankind? 

Naturally, we count on the youth of our Church for the greater 
achievements of tomorrow. Now is the time to mold the thoughts 
and habits of the future Churchman. Now is the opportunity to 
develop a greater faith in the Church. 

Likewise let us not overlook the proven fact that one of the 
most effective ways to reach the thought of present day adults is 
through the children. The proposed study of Christian Steward- 


ship is bownd to create interest in our adults as well as in young 
people. 

it is suggested that the course of study begin on or before Sun- 
day, October 12, and continue at least four Sundays. 

Four Stewardship stories are being sent each rector and superin- 
tendent to be told in an interesting way (not read) to the entire 
school. Each Sunday a brief review should be conducted touching 
upon the prin-iples of the previous Sunday’s story. These Steward- 
ship stories will reveal to the young people the fundamental prin- 
ciples underlying Stewardship. 

Four posters described elsewhere in this issue are being sent 
for use in connection with the study of “My Father’s Business.” 
No. 4 ought to prove especially helpful in interesting the young 
people in Stewardship. 

Additional background material for rectors, superintendents, 
teachers, and especially interested scholars should be (1) “Chris- 
tian Stewardship,” by B. T. Kemerer; (2) Chapter IV of “My 
Father’s Business” or Pamphlet No. 2115, “What Shall We Do 
Then?” Copies of this additional material may be secured from 
the Book Store, 281 Fourth avenue, New York City. 

It is suggested that a written recitation be held in each parish 
on Sunday morning, November 9, for all young people according 
to these two age groups (1) Senior Group, age 15 to 21, inclusive, 
and (2) Junior Group, age 15 and under, the age minimum in 
Group 2 being left to the discretion of the local school. 

The parish contest in Stewardship is the first step in the na- 
tional contest. 

A local committee should be chosen immediately in each school 
for the purpose of selecting those written papers on November 9 
which show the most interest and ability. The writers of these 
papers in each age group should be urged to enlarge their written 
recitations into essays. The selection should not be too large. 
Faculty supervision should be given. 

The essay should not be longer than 500 words for the Junior 
Group and 1000 words for the Senior Group. At least two weeks 
should be given for the writing of these essays, preferably from 
November 9 to November 23. 

The local committee should then choose at least the four best 
essays in each age group and have them read at a large gathering, 
preferably some evening during the week of November 30 to De- 
cember 6. This meeting could be well advertised and made appeal- 
ing to both the youth and the adults of the parish and community. 
It could be made one of the big events of the school year. Judges 
with prestige should choose the winning essay in each age group 
and suitable prizes or honors presented on behalf of the rector 
and his committee. 

The Field Department urges that the Bishop in each Diocese 
create as soon as possible a Diocesan Essay Contest Committee to 
receive and judge the two best essays of each group from each 
parish and mission school. These essays should be clearly classi- 
fied as to rank and group by the parochial committees. 

It is hoped that the Diocesan aspect of the contest will be em- 
phasized by the Bishop and his committee and each school imme- 
diately urged to participate. 

It is suggested that all essays be in the hands of the Diocesan 
committee by January 1, 1925, and the grading done as soon there- 
after as convenient, and, where feasible, awards made at public 
service. 

By March 15 the three best essays in each Diocese regardless of 
age grouping should be forwarded to the National Stewardship 
Essay Contest Committee at 281 Fourth avenue, New York City, 
which is to be appointed by the Presiding Bishop. This national 
committee will choose the three best essays and publicity will be 
given them in all possible ways. 

It is hoped that the winning essayist and his essay can be pre- 
sented to the next General Convention in New Orleans for honor- 
able mention.

The California Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary held their 
monthly meeting September 15, fourteen branches attending. 

Canon Hayes opened the meeting with prayers for the sick. The 
minutes were read and accepted with one correction. The treas- 
urer’s report was approved. 

The appropriation for altars in Japan and South Dakota was 
unanimously ratified. This piece of business was brought forward 
from the last meeting and the necessary quorum obtained. 

A letter from Mrs. Sherman was read announcing the House of 
Churchwomen was about to make a strong effort to complete the 
Kellogg Memorial Scholarship for St. Margaret’s House this year 
in order to commemorate the twentieth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the House of Churchwomen by Bishop Nichols and because 
of the work of its first president. This is a scholarship which will 
prepare young women for Church work of all kinds. 

Mrs. Livermore, who has recently returned from a trip to the 
Orient, told us of her visit to some of the missionary districts in 
China and Japan. She visited St. John’s University in Shanghai, 
the leading educational institution in the Far East and saw the 
new scientific building of which they are very proud. It was here 
they saw Dean Nichols, son of Bishop Nichols. The missionary 
district in Kyoto was visited and in Tokyo, St. Luke’s Hospital. 
We were told that all of the patients were saved at the time of 
the last disaster. Many of the workers are now in this country 
collecting funds. Throughout Japan they experienced the greatest 
courtesy. The Empress of Japan donated $25,000 toward the re- 
building of the Cathedral in Tokyo. 

Then the Rev. Mr. Deems spoke to us on “How Can the Woman's 
Auxiliary Help in the Nation Wide Campaign?” 

“We have previously seen how important it is for us to get back 
to the 50-50 basis of division of our Nation Wide Campaign income 
between the Diocese and the National Council. Here let us re- 
view the figures, in round numbers: Full Diocesan quota due Na- 
tional Council, $60,000; budget quota (for existing work), $38,000; 
what we contribute in 1924 (on the 60-40 basis), $16,000. What 
will remain unpaid, $22,000. 

“Our budget quota in 1925 will be slightly larger, say $40,000, 
until we have exact figures. In the year to come, then, getting 
back to a 50-50 basis of division between the Diocese and the 
National Council, we ought to raise $80,000. That is 837,000 more 
than we pledged in 1924. On considering the matter only from 
the Diocesan viewpoint we will need as the minimum for 1925 for 
our own work $30,000. Sending dollar for dollar to the National 
Council, this means the least we ought to raise is $60,000, This is 
$17,000 more than the pledges of 1924. Even then we must remem- 
ber we will be at least $10,000 short of our budget quota for head- 
quarters. 

“But this is not impossible. In the first year of the campaign 
we raised $58,000. Is it beyond reason that with five years’ experi- 
ence, we should exceed by $2000 what we contributed in the 
beginning? What can the women do to help? There are several 
suggestions to be made: 

“First, see to it that your parish makes its parochial pledge, for 
by canon Jaw our budget for Diocesan and national work can not 
exceed the total of parochial pledges. 


“Second, see to it that this pledge is in the hands of the treas- 
urer by January 1, 1925. It is almost impossible to “budget” wisely 
unless the pledges are in on time. 

“Third, see to it that the pledge is larger by some definite 
amount than last year. 

“Fourth, see to it that a full delegation from your parish at- 
tends the campaign dinner on Wednesday evening, October 15. 
The delegation should include the rector, the vestry, officers of 
all parish organizations and every person who will definitely enter 
campaign work. The addresses will be made by Mr. Lee, Rev. M. 
F. Barnwell, representing the National Field Department, and 
Bishop Parsons. 

“Fifth, see to it that group conferences in your parish study “My 
Father’s Business,” the campaign text book issued by the National 
Council. Order from Bureau of Information and Supply. 

“Other suggestions will follow as the campaign develops, but we 
feel confident that if only these are carried out it will have a dis- 
tinct effect upon the result of our efforts to get us back to the 
50-50 basis, at least—-and perhaps enable us to meet the budget 
quota.” 

Miss Hawley read a letter of thanks from Deaconess Pepper for 
articles received. 

The chairman then announced a United Thank Offering service 
.to be held the first Monday in October, with the preacher to be 
announced later. 

The offering came to $10.35 and will go towards the United 
Thank Offering. 

The mecting was then adjourned with prayers and blessings by 
Mr. Deems.

Mrs. White, Diocesan treasurer of the Woman’s Auxiliary, told 
of three training schools in the United States—one in New York 
City, the second in Philadelphia and the third in Berkeley—making 
a plea to support the only one on the Pacific Coast. 

Miss Hawley gave an interesting account of the South Dakota 
disaster, the loss of Indian missions by tornado last June, and 
emphasized the great financial need for reconstruction. 

Mrs .Fessenden, assistant box secretary, read letters of thanks 
for boxes received this Year. 

The offering, voted to the South Dakota relief fund and amount- 
ing to $24.20, was duly forwarded to Mrs, White for the worthy 
cause. 

_ It was moved and seconded that the secretary write Mrs. Mont- 
eagle a welcome home letter. 

Under Social Service Work Rev. Mr. Buttrum offered an inter- 
esting talk on youth and the crime wave due to lack of religious 
training. The largest percentage of criminals at San Quentin range 
from seventeen to twenty-three years of age. He also mentioned 
that through Mrs, Campbell's generosity an outdoor public play- 
ground, opposite their church, is under way in Sausalito. 

There being no further business the meeting adjourned, after 
closing prayers by Rev. Dr. Buttrum.

OBEDIENCE TO GOD’S LAWS 
(By Richard M. Trelease) 


In the great healing service of the Church, the Holy Communion, 
there is a sentence used nine times which, through constant repeti- 
tion, has become trite and lost its original significance in the minds 
of a great many people. We repeat nine times the words “Lord 
have mercy upon us and incline our hearts to keep this law.” The 
essense of true Christianity is the keeping of God’s laws, and yet 
like the lawyer of old, who stood tempting Jesus, we desire eternal 
life but do not know how to obtain it. 

Now what is this eternal life? Some think that it is like an old 
line insurance policy from which the benefits can be obtained only 
when the insured dies. In other words, it is something which is 
inherited after death. But people of today are not particularly 
interested in other-worldliness. Our great desire is to know how 
to live better and more completely here and now. We believe that 
if we do our very best to live our lives to the full in this world, 
the life of the world to come will take care of itself. There can 
be no question that Jesus’ great mission on earth was summed up 
in the words, “I am come that they might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly.” Eternal life begins here and now, 
as soon as the baby comes into the world. It was first of all to 
help men and women live their lives more fully that Jesus came 
with His life-giving powers. 

The lawyer who came desiring this information regarding eternal 
life was instructed by Jesus to keep the law. “This do and thou 
shalt live,” said Jesus. The law was demonstrated in the story of 
the Good Samaritan which Jesus told him in answer to the ques- 
tion, “Who is my neighbor?” The point of the whole thing is 
that to obtain eternal life we are required according to the law 
of God to do those things on earth which have eternal value. What 
are those things 

In the old morality play, “Everyman,” which was revived in the 
earlier part of this century, Everyman is called by Death to bring 
a reckoning to God and he seeks his friends to go on this journey 
of death with him, but they all refuse, excepting Good Deeds, who 
stays forever. Jesus taught the lawyer, Jesus teaches us, that the 
only way in which we may obtain this abundant life, which means 
health, happiness, prosperity and satisfaction, is to keep God’s law 
and look after and put into our lives the things of eternal value—- 
love, truth, friendship, brotherhood, sacrifice, service and good 
deeds. 

In talking with a leading physician a few months ago the writer 
was impressed by the fact that he said his gréat work in the medi- 
cal profession was not to make people well, but rather to keep 
them from getting sick. It is exactly that idea we need to stress 
in the healing ministry of the Church, and there is only one way 
to apply this positive medicine and that is obedience to God’s 
laws. There are, for example, the laws governing worship, work, 
play, recreation, rest. There is the law of supply and demand 
which was amply demonstrated by Jesus in the feeding of the 
five thousand, when He showed that things consecrated to the 
service of God will increase and multiply according to the need. 
There are the divine laws governing the mind which teach us 
how essential it is to have the mind think right if we would have 
the body function properly; and in this scientific age the law of 
faith needs to be emphasized more and more. Jesus said, “What 
things soever ye desire, when ye pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have: them.” 

One of the most dramatic and touching stories in the Old Testa- 
ment centers around two ideas—faith and obedience to God. Abra- 
ham had such absolute faith in God, and felt the need of such 
implicit obedience, that even his dearest possession, his son Isaac. 
was not too much for God to ask of him. 

Healing will come when we have faith and obedience like 
Abraham’s. 


THE COMMON PROBLEM 
(By Harriett Peters) 

Vigorous health is the need of every living creature. And sooner 
or later every individual faces the problem of strength to meet 
the demands of life. A common question is: How can man pre- 
serve or regain health? And the need for health and vigor is so 
great in many cases that a sacrifice would gladly be made if as- 
surance could be given that- health would follow. Man has searched 
possibly from the beginning of time for the fountain of youth, the 


antidote for misery, the magic which transmutes sorrow into joy, 
pain into peace and harmony. And still the world suffers and 
death is the penalty for man’s lack of understanding and his ob- 
stinate search for the remedy for his ills, without instead of 
within himself. 

Man must learn that he can not daily dissipate his life substance 
in selfish indulgence or mental indolence and then expect to make 
up the lack fully ina moment through prayer. It is nothing less than 
working directly against the law of God in thought and act to try 


to heal without daily, continuous overcoming of the lusts of the 


flesh, the temptations of the senses, the slothful habits of the 
mind, One can not neglect nor shirk the work that overcoming 
imposes and conscientiously expect a reward of health and peace 
and harmony. Nor can one carelessly denounce seeming sin in 
others, no matter how wrong they appear to be, and at the same 
time hope for forgiveness and to be healed by the Father. The 
law of forgiveness and faith in all good is inevitable. 

Healing indeed is 4 tremendous subject, and when one investi- 
gates its breadth and depth one ceases to wonder at the slowness 
of man’s progress toward the goal of understanding which Jesus 
taught was the way of salvation. Man has first the tremendous 
task of building self step by step, and before that task can be 
begun thought will need to ask: What do I want, why do I want 
it? This is the common problem. There must be yearning for 
good first, then work must be accomplished and faith established. 
Healing follows, for faith, in essence, is “assurance of things hoped 
for, a conviction of things not seen.” And again, “According to thy 
faith be it done unto you.”

PUBLICITY SUBSCRIPTION PLAN A GREAT SUCCESS 


The National Publicity Department has just sent out a full 
report on the plan of securing subscriptions for Diocesan papers 
and “The Church at Work” through the pledge card subscription 
method as was adopted in our Diocese last year. The report shows 
a most satisfactory progress in the adoption of the plan through- 
out the Church. Over twenty Dioceses now use the pledge card 
method of securing subscriptions to the Diocesan paper and “The 
Church at Work.” In many of these the subscriptions reach every 
family in the Diocese. For instance, the following passage is 
quoted from, the report of the Diocese of Southern Ohio: 

“Throughout 1924 the ‘Church Messenger’ and “The Church at 
Work’ have been mailed to practically every family in the Diocese 
at a minimum postage charge, due to the fact that the parishes 
generally in the last Every Member Canvass used the special sub- 
scription plan provided for on the Diocesan pledge blanks. The 
continuance of the plan in 1925 is very desirable and the co- 
operation of the clergy and the parish chairmen is needed to see 
that the plan is made to work. Explain the plan carefully to the 
canvassers before they go out. Several parishes did not use the 
Diocesan pledge blanks last autumn, but in every instance the sub- 
scription provision was incorporated in the special parish pledge 
card and we hope that this wil be done again this year.” 

The National report states that improvements are being made 
in the plan which has already worked so well, and that “It is as- 
sumed that the Dioceses which used the pledge card subscription 
plan in 1923 will use it again in 1924, continuing and perfecting 
the plan which has operated so well, and it is hoped that the 
Dioceses which were unable to accept the plan in !923 will use it 
in 1924, thus securing uniformity in method of distribution, the 
saving in second class mailing and more thorough and prompt 
delivery of papers to the people.” 

We are glad to report that every large parish in the Diocese of 
California, without exception, adopted the plan last year and most 
of all the other parishes adopted it, besides many of the mis- 
sions. We are following the example of the National Publicity 
Department in assuming that those who used it last year will con- 
tinue to use it the’ next year and help to perfect the plan, which 
has proved to be the most efficient one for a methodical and com- 
plete distribution of Diocesan and general Church literature. The 
pledge cards will be supplied free, as they were last year, and we 
also repeat the request made by the National Publicity Department 
—in behalf of our Diocese—that those parishes and missions 
which did not use the plan last year please accept the plan this 
year and help in securing a uniform method of distribution and 
perfect the plan until we reach the goal, which is “The Diocesan 
paper and ‘The Church at Work’ in every family in the Diocese.” 

On account of unavoidable reverses in the finances of The Pa- 
cific Churchman the financial report is not as encouraging as we 
would like it to be. However, with all deficits wiped out and extra 
expenses arising out of the instalment of the plan fully paid up 
we hope that next year will show a good balance in the treasury 
at the close of the year. 


We want others to understand our position, then we must be open 
to understand theirs as far as it is possible in loyalty to the faith 
as He taught it—Bishop Johnson.

Today we think of the helpful life, sweet influence and effectual 
ministry of the Rev. Benjamin Ackerly, D. D. Although services 
of our Church were held in Oakland before Father Ackerly came, 
it was he who organized the few families, founded the Parish of 
St. John’s and encouraged the people to build their first edifice. 

Father Ackerly shepherded this flock forty years until he was 
called to rest in 1897. Twenty-seven years have come and gone 
since this faithful priest laid down his earthly cares on St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Day, yet so deep was the impression that he had made 
upon the people of Oakland by his sweet simplicity and genuine 
character, and so endeared to all because of his cheerfulness, help- 
fulness and service to the community as well as to the parish, his 
face and personality live on before the mind’s eye of the elder 
generation of Oakland people, and his sweet influence continues to 
bless even those who knew him not. 

On St. Bartholomew’s Day, the day Father Ackerly died, we al- 
ways remember him at the altar. During the bazaar, when we 
observe St. John’s Home-coming Day and many of the former 
parishioners come, thoughts of him are uppermost in our minds. 
We bless his memory. May he rest in peace.

NATION WIDE CAMPAIGN RECEIPTS TO SEPTEMBER 30 


The report of the Treasurer of the Diocese for nine months of 
* the year has just been distributed to the clergy, senior wardens 
and treasurers. The following is a brief summary of receipts and 
disbursements with 1923 figures for the same period for com- 


parison:

So that the parishes and missions are nearly $4000 in arrears on 
their payments to date. 

It will be noted that the Convocation of Oakland has stepped 
into first place and contributed more than the Convocation of San 
Francisco to date. Is it possible to stir up a little healthy rivalry 
between the Convocations? Is a “Convocation” a name only, or 
do the constituent parishes and missions function collectively?

Dear Sir: Would it be possible for you to find space in The Pa- 
cific Churehman to tell of the need for teachers at the night school 
at the True Sunshine (Episcopal Chinese) Mission, 320 Sixth street, 
Oakland? 

There is a class of twenty young men. Very often there is only 
one teacher and the young men become discouraged and drift 
away. It follows quite naturally that the men who attend evening 
school will go to the service on Sunday, so the work is really a 
very important one. To Mr. Wu, our minister, it is a vital one, 
for his dearest wish is that every young Chinese might make ours 
his Church home. An opportunity for Christian service, five eve- 
nings in the week from 7:00 until 9:00 o’clock is offered. If two 
friends could take up the work together the pleasure could be 
shared; or if one could give just one month, then find a friend for 
the next month, who in turn would find a friend, there would be 
no break in the teaching. 

Just think, twenty young men waiting to be taught, each pre- 
senting a golden opportunity of making fast the “tie that binds.”
